, med to roll backwards — a poor 
crop and Construction summer, 
hundreds of coal miners thrown 
out of works, by lack of maikets 
an-.ls light drop*- m wholesale and 
.retail sales. But. generally, few 
people wcuid say the outlook for 
the province as a whole was any¬ 
thing but bright. 

Like the past several years, the 
prog.•ess centred on the develop¬ 
ment of the province’s natural re¬ 
tirees, mainly oil and gas, and 
industrial expansion. Notable in the 
search for oil and gas were the 
C f olopments in fields in the Pem¬ 
bina area, w-.-st of Edmonton, and 
the Sturgeon Lake district of the 
south Peace River country. 

If there were fewer large indus¬ 
trial plants started during the 
year, there were plenty of indica¬ 
tions that ev?n the expansion of 
•the pas't years would.be oversha¬ 
dowed by projects expected to 
start in i955 On the drawing 
boards are plans for cement plants, 
a pulp mill and chemical factories. 
The export of natural gas from 
the province, which some federal 
and provincial officials seem to 
think will begin this year, is ex¬ 
pected to bring , the development 
of industries designed to use by¬ 
products which canrtot be exported 
jn the gas.

Westcoast Transmission finally 
announced it will be exporting gas 
to B.C. and the U. S. under an 
agreement signed with an (Ameri¬ 
can firm which wort the right to 
pipe gas into the northwest state?. 
The Canadian company's gas will 
come from the Peace River dist¬ 
rict. Plans also are going ahead 
for the construction of a gas gath¬ 
ering system in the province, which 
will feed the big east-bound gas 
line. 

In the field of government and 
legislature, a variety of new mea¬ 
sures hye been introduced, old 
onesVevised and revenues and ex* 
pendltures have reached all-time 
highs. 

The seven-week session of the 
legislature, held early in the year, 
included a lengthv education com¬ 
mittee heating and equally loiifc 
house debate on the government’s 
proposal to .relieve the teacher 
shortage in the province’s isolated 
schools. The proposal was adopted 
and la&t summer 130 persons en¬ 
rolled in^ special six-week teacher 
training course at the University 
of Alberta, 121 of them emerging 
as student-teachers ‘-

The legislature .also' passed a 
jo sajmipuadxa .10; Suipua joSonq 
nearly $205 million, a $30-million 
increase over the estimated spend- 
nlg of the previous year. Part of 
the increase was accounted for by 
additional $14 million aid to the 
over-burdened municipalities, while 
more money was slated for roads, 
public welfare and health.

It pro¬ 
vided fuel for the fires of-political 
sages, when W J C. "Cam" Kirby, 
a Progressive Conservative was

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Henry* Young Speaks Here 

Increased Membership Is 
‘Tremendous Lift’ to FUA 


A Vulcan local of the Farmer’s 
Union of Alberta was formed at a 
meeting helc,* here Tuesday of last 
wi-ek, when speakers were Henry 
Young, provincial president of the 
FUA; Mrs .Olive Douglass, provin¬ 
cial vice-president of the FWUA; 
and James Derrick, director of Dis¬ 
trict 12 of the FUA. 

Douglas Galbraith was elected 
president of the local, Bert Larsen 
vice-president, and Robert Irwin 
secretary. Meetings will be held 
the first Monday of ‘each month. 

Introduced by George Loree, Mrs 
Olive Douglass was the first spea¬ 
ker at the well attended meeting 
and urged that an FUA local be 
formed to ser\\i Vulcan and dist¬ 
rict. .Only a farm organization can 
directly represent the tarmer on 
the land, she said. 

In a brief address, James Derrick 
stated the roundup drive had in¬ 
creased membership in ithe FUA 
from 26,00SY :o w>,000, with the 
count npf yet completed and he 
was confident that the final count 
v'ouM show 60 per cent of the 
farmers as members. . 

yMr. Derrick introduced the main 
speaker, Henry Young. Mr. Young 
stressed the importance of every 
district in the province having an 
active FUA local. The success of 
the recent membership drive has 
given a tremendous lift to the. farm 
movement, although it will be 
some time before the full benefits 
are realized. 

Resolutions are presented by the 
FUA each year to the provincial 
government, and a full discussion 
is held with .members otf the cabi¬ 
net. The FUA is currently pressing 
for an amendment to the Market¬ 
ing Act so that farmers can set up 
their own marketing board if they 
wish. Other matters taken up with 
1 lie province include compensation 
tc surface rights owners, greater 
provincial financial assistance for 
education, a new trespass law, the 
price of gasoline and oil, etc. 

Mr. Young advocated the holding 
of a plebiscite on rural electrifi¬ 
cation, saying that every farmer 
in Manitoba can have electric 
power at less than it costs the Al¬ 
berta farmer. The price of farm 
.products should be in direct rela¬ 
tionship to the cost of goods in 
Cr.nada, the speaker said, and the 
FUIA is working for parity prices 
for farm products. 

What the FUA is doing today is 
just the beginning of what can be 
done by farm organizations, the' 
speaker said. There is a new gener¬ 
ation on ‘the farms today and many 
new problems have arisen. A 
strong, vital organization is needed 
to itake care of these problems, Mr. 
Young concluded.

It is our view, however, that educational costs are 
advancing to the point where they have placed an ex¬ 
traordinarily heavy burden on the municipalities — 
and the taxpayers. How long will the municipalities 
he able to carry the load? * * 

An analysis of the Grande Prairie tax levy points 
up the question. On a total levy of 64 mills, 37 are 
earmarked for school purposes. In other words, nearly 
58 per cent of the total tax levy is required for the 
operation of our school system. 

Obviously, when such a large percentage of the 
tax dollar is required for education, other facets of 
municipal expansion must be neglected. If estimates 
of other civic departments were not pared to the bone, 
the final tax rate would be such a dizzying thing that 
few ratepayers could afford to pay. 

The solution certainly does not lie in higher muni¬ 
cipal taxes. It seems to us that there is only one an¬ 
swer and it lies with the provincial government. The 
time has come to use a part of Liberia's oil revenues 
in a direct move to ease the tax burden the munici¬ 
palities are carrying as a direct consequence of in¬ 
creasing school costs. 

Alberta Forges Ahead 

Fifteen years ago Alberta’3 population totalled 
786,000. Last July, according to the .federal bureau 
of statistics, the figure reached 1,039,000. The num¬ 
ber of births in Alberta for the first seven months of 
the current year totalled 3,209. 

Fifteen years ago the province of Saskatchewan 
had a population of 906,000 people. The figure now 
878,000. The number of births in the first seven 
months of the current year reached 2,095. 

Comparative figures for Manitobl^l939 popula¬ 
tion 726,000; present * population 828; births in the 
first seven 'hionths 1,874. 

The statistics as given above show how Alberta 
has progressed at a much faster rate than the other 
two prairie provinces. The reason therefore is, firstly, 
the extensive oil discoveries in this province and, sec¬ 
ondly, a more diversified agriculture here. 

The weakness of • western Canada between the 
Great Lakes and the mountains lies in the lack of 
industrial development. Reliance on Agriculture alone 
will not bring about on increase in population. On the 
contrary,* the mechanization of agriculture has 
brought about a decrease in the number of people on 
the land. 

The eastern provinces of Ontario and Quebec do 
over 80 per cent of Canada’s manufacturing and have 
a combined population of close to 10 million people. 
The concentration of industrialism in those two pro¬ 
vinces has created a weakness in the general economy 
of the nation. There is^too great a concentration of 
wealth in two provinces. 

In the United States the steady trend of indus¬ 
trial development have been westward and southward, 
creating a better balance in the whole nation's econ¬ 
omy. Canada would do well to follow the trend which 
has developed in our neighbor to the south.

Orderly debate retirement, 
constructive use of revenue, and 
aid to municipalities mark the 
Alberta Government’s financial 
program. 

Accumulated investments and 
surpluses now amount to $140. 
000,000 more than the remaining 
public debt. A provincial debt 
which totalled $150,159,819 in 
1945 has been reduced to ap¬ 
proximately $91,000,000 in nine 
years. PreseH* debt retirement 
plans call for th^ payment Of 
the entire provincial debt by 
1973, but allow the province the 
right to call in over 70 per cent 
of its debt at any time after 
1954. 


Under the debt re-organiza¬ 
tion program of 1945, retirement 
of the debt had (been planned 
by 1980 but oil revenues made 
this goal possible many years 
earlier than expected. 

Although total payment of 
the provincial debt is possible 
aftrr June 1st, I960, the Alberta 
Government has considered that 
the interests of the public would 
be served better by the invest¬ 
ment of surplus funds in low- 
interest loans to finance urgent 
municipal capital expenditures 

The Alberta Government's 
municipal assistance program is 
intended to allow municipal 
ratepayers to share in the bene¬ 
fits from the development of 
provincial natural resources.
